Substantiating the oft repeated remark that "America 
a a nation on wheels," we are presenting a few brief 
excerpts from .a survey conducted by W. R. Simroon* and 
Associates Research, Inc., for7the Crowell Collier Publish­ 
ing Company:

"The growth of multi-car homes -continues. As a per­ 
centage of total car owning homes, those having two or 
more cars have increased from 4.8 pel1 cent in 1948 to 
13.8 per cent.

"Multi-car homes own two or more cars because they 
need them, but the kind of need varies somewhat. Of the 
total multi-car homes replying to the survey questions, 3" 
per cent needed one car for business and one for pleasure 
or for the wife to use; 32 per cent kept an extra .car for 
the children's use; 23 per cent were homes with two people 
working who required cars; 3 per cent needed the other 
car to haul things ... 1 per cent kept the extra car in 
case of breakdown; and another 1 per cent had an extra 
car because they had received it as a gijt-"

While all of us would like to be included in that las 
1 per cent bracket, the number of people In this area 
receiving cars as gifts is unfortunately small. But as far 
as1 the other categories mentioned the statistics on a nation 
wide basis do not present the local picture correctly. Ther 
is a much greater percentage than the .13.8 pet cent figure 
quoted operating two or more cars, We probably have mon 
cars per capita In our community than any other part o 
the world and a greater interest in these automobiles and 
the many organizations which' help us keep them on the 
road.
